Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1957. 

In  considering  the  Vital  Statistics,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  in  a  district  of  this  size,  small  changes  in  certain  totals  make 
a  considerable  difference  in  the  various  Rates.  The  Death  Rate 
is  considerably  below  the  national  Rate  and  the  Birth  Rate 
appears  to  be  stabilised  at  its  present  level.  It  is  worthy  of  remark 
that  out  of  the  total  of  125  deaths,  63  were  of  persons  aged  70  and 
over. 

Infectious  Diseases  have  been  slightly  less  prevalent  than  in 
1954.  No  notifiable  disease  approached  the  level  of  even  a  minor 
epidemic. 

There  has  again  been  a  fall  in  the  number  of  children 
immunised.  No  cases  of  Diptheria  have  been  notified  since  1945. 
Further  improvements  are  still  desirable,  as  there  is  by  now  little 
opportunity  for  children  to  acquire  natural  immunity.  A  continued 
drop  in  the  numbers  of  children  immunised  will  increase  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  a  recurrence  of  epidemics  of  diphtheria. 

While  it  is  too  soon  to  ascribe  the  marked  fall  in  the  incidence 
of  Whooping  Cough  in  the  District  to  the  County  Council’s 
Immunisation  Scheme,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  scheme  will 
produce  results  comparable  to  those  achieved  by  Diphtheria 
Immunisation. 

Immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis  continued  during  the 
year  but  as  the  vaccine  was  scarce,  relatively  few  children  were 
innoculated.  No  complaints  of  ill-effects  were  received  and  it 
would  appear  that  the  vaccine  is  remarkably  free  from  “side 
effects. ’ ’ 

1957  was  a  comparatively  quiet  year  as  far  as  the  National 
Assistance  Acts  1948  and  1951  were  concerned.  One  case  was 
removed  to  Part  III  Accommodation  by  summary  procedure,  the 
Order  was  later  extended  by  the  magistrates  for  3  months  after 
which  the  case  accepted  the  position  and  remained  as  a  voluntary 
patient. 

82  Council  houses  and  50  private  houses  were  completed  and 
occupied  during  the  year. 


It  can  be  assumed  that  there  are,  in  this  District,  about  1,700 
men  and  women  over  the  age  of  65  and  that  of  these  840  (approxi¬ 
mately)  have  no  near  relatives,  while  about  750  will  be  living  alone 
or  with  an  elderly  partner,  without  a  younger  relative  in  the  same 
house. 


Just  over  half  of  the  latter  are  in  receipt  of  National  Assistance, 
and  of  those  in  receipt  of  assistance,  one  third  exist  at  the  bare 
minimum  level  of  subsistence  and  one  half  have  barely  adequate 
means. 


The  Council  have  not  yet  started  building  bungalows  for  the 
elderly,  but  in  1957,  8  bungalows  were  occupied  by  elderly  persons 
(under  the  Slum  Clearance  programme).  After  the  initial  disturb¬ 
ance  occasioned  by  the  prospect  of  and  the  upheaval  of  the  removal 
has  been  overcome,-  the  new  dwellings  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
fortunate  occupants. 

More  accommodation  is  needed  for  the  elderly,  about  15  houses 
out  of  every  100  built  by  the  Council.  To  avoid  unnecessary  distress 
and  disturbance  the  accommodation  should  be  spread  through  the 
district,  and  not,  (as  has  in  effect  happened),  be  confined  to  one 
Parish. 

As  our  population  develops  a  higher  proportion  of  elderly 
persons  and  the  traditional  cottages  and  almshouses  fall  into  decay, 
owing  to  lack  of  funds,  the  only  possible  source  of  homes  for  old 
folks,  as  opposed  to  Homes,  must  be  the  Local  Authority  whose 
duty,  moral  if  not  legal  it  must  be  to  provide  suitable  dwellings. 

Sites  must,  and  can,  be  found  where  groups  of  bungalow's, 
with  provision  for  accommodation  for  a  warden  can  be  built. 

I  consider  that  this  is  an  urgent  matter  and  should  be  given 
as  high  priority  as  the  Slum  Clearance  programme. 

There  is  still  a  serious  deficiency  in  the  services  available  for  the 
aged.  The  chronic  sick  can,  with  difficulty,  owing  to  the  shortage 
of  beds  and  nurses,  be  admitted  to  hospital.  Here  I  must  thank 
the  Physician  Superintendent  of  the  Andressy  Hospital  for  excellent 
co-operation  in  dealing  with  such  cases.  Aged  persons  living  in 
insanitary  conditions  can  be  admitted  to  the  Welfare  Homes  run 
by  the  County  Council  but  there  are  cases  for  which  no  provision 
is  made  and  for  whom  it  is  almost  impossible  to  find  accommoda¬ 
tion.

These  cases  arc  the  aged,  who,  while  infirm  and  requiring 
some  nursing  attention  are  not  ill  and  not  living  in  insanitary 
circumstances.  It  is  distressing  and  discouraging  to  be  unable  to 
help  such  cases,  but  until  suitable  accommodation  is  provided 
nothmg  can  be  done  until  actual  illness  permits  their  being  consid¬ 
ered  for  admission  to  a  hospital  for  the  chronic  sick. 


What  is  required,  and  the  need  is  urgent,  is  accommodation 
half  way,  literally  and  metaphorically  between  the  Welfare  Home 
and  the  Hospital  for  the  Chronic  Sick.  Such  an  establishment  would 
meet  the  needs  of  the  cases  mentioned  above  and  be  useful  as  a 
convalescent  home  for  the  hospital  and  as  hospital  for  less  serious 
cases  from  the  Welfare  Homes. 

Demolition  Orders  on  Nos.  44-50  Monk  Street,  Tutbury,  followed 
months  of  negotiation  with  the  owners  and  their  agents  and  were 
followed  by  an  appeal  against  the  Orders.  While  the  hearing  was 
not  concluded  in  1957,  the  case  was  completed  (before  the  time  of 
writing)  early  in  1958,  judgement  being  given  in  favour  of  the 
Council.  The  success  of  the  Council  was  undoubtedly  due  to  two 
factors,  the  consideration  shown  by  the  Council  to  the  owners  before 
the  Orders  were  made,  and  the  excellent  preparation  of  the  case  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
energy  to  the  matter  throughout  the  proceedings. 


The  amount  of  work  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Department  has 
increased  considerably  in  the  past  few  years,  Improvement  Grants, 
the  Slum  Clearance  programme,  the  Rent  Act  1957  having  been 
added  to  what  might  be  called  routine  work,  which  has  itself 
increased  in  scope  owing  to  the  rise  in  population  and  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  new  regulations.  The  staff  are  to  be  complimented  on  the 
volume  of  work  dealt  with,  which  is  higher  than  in  the  majority  of 
surrounding  districts  with  similar  staff. 


I  have  to  thank  Members  of  the  Council,  the  Council  officers 
and  the  Health  Department  Staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

Water 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  greater  part  of  the  Rural  District 
is  by  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company,  and  the 
quality  and  quantity  have  been  satisfactory. 

Tutbury  Parish  is  supplied  from  a  well  and  reservoir  by  the 
Rural  District  Council.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory. 


Bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis  have  been 
made  of  this  water  and  the  Coli  Aerogenes  Content  (presumptive 
Coli)  was  nil,  except  in  one  sample,  which  was  due  to  a  defect  in 
the  chlorinating  equipment. 

The  Chemical  analysis  showed  the  water  to  be  organically  of 
satisfactory  quality,  but  very  hard.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

It  is  a  matter  for  concern  that  work  on  the  new  sewage  disposal 
plant  at  Yoxall  and  the  extension  and  modernisation  of  the  existing 
plant  at  Barton-under-Needwood  has  not  yet  been  started.  It  is 
hoped  that  work  will  commence  in  1958.  Serious  public  health 
nuisances  arise  in  each  parish,  notably  in  Rangemore  and  Hanbury. 

Public  Cleansing 

(a)  Nightsoil 

The  weekly  collection  service  continues  to  work  satisfactorily. 
The  nightsoil  is  composted  with  straw  in  lagoons  sited  on  an  old 
refuse  tip  in  Outwoods,  which  is  a  very  satisfactory  method  of 
disposal,  and  produces  high  grade  manure  free  from  pathogenic 
organisms. 

(b)  Household  Refuse 

The  fortnightly  collection  service  was  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year. 

Closet  Accommodation 

33  pan  closets  have  been  abolished  and  water  closets  sub¬ 
stituted  by  owners  during  the  year. 

Smoke  Abatement 

One  complaint  of  smoke  nuisance  was  received  during  the 
year.  Advice  was  given  to  the  stoker  at  the  premises  concerned 
and  no  further  complaints  were  received. 

Camping  Sites 

The  owner  of  the  caravan  site  at  Rolleston-on-Dove  provided 
suitable  sanitary  facilities  on  his  site,  and  it  now  compares  well 
with  any  site  in  the  Country  . 

Swimming  Baths 

The  only  swimming  bath  in  the  district  is  a  privately  owned 
one  in  the  village  of  Rolleston.  This  appears  to  be  well  managed 
and  supervised. 

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 

2  houses  were  disinfected  after  the  occurrence  of  infectious 
diseases,  deaths,  etc.,  and  30  houses  were  disinfested  following 
complaints  of  insect  infestation. 

New  Housing  Accommodation 

During  the  year  50  private  enterprise  houses  were  completed 
and  occupied.  82  Council  houses  were  completed  and  occupied.

The  dairies  of  the  district  have  been  regularly  inspected  and 
have  been  maintained  in  a  clean  condition.

9  condemnation  certificates 
were  issued  in  respect  of  quantities  of  food  found  to  be  unfit  for 
human  consumption.

Infectious  Diseases 

Measles  showed  a  typical  biennial  fall  and  the  figures  for 
whooping  cough  showed  a  slight  increase.  Neither  of  these  diseases 
reached  even  minor  epidemic  level. 

Immunisation 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Poliomyelitis  has  been  carried  out  as  usual  at  the  five  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  in  the  District.  The  response  is  fairly  satisfactory.  Tribute 
must  be  paid  to  the  two  Health  Visitors  in  the  District  for  their 
excellent  work  in  this  connection,  especially  with  regard  to 
Poliomyelitis,  the  acceptance  rate  being  amongst  the  highest  in  the 
County. 

There  have  again  been  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  the  last  reported 
case  being  in  1945.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1957. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1957. 

Steady  progress  has  again  been  maintained  in  the  improvement 
of  houses  with  the  assistance  of  improvement  grants,  and  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  tenanted  to  owner  /  occupied  houses  (18  to  11)  is  very 
satisfactory. 

One  hundred  percent  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
four  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  has  been  maintained. 
The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  showed  a  slight  increase  on  the 
previous  year  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  although  the  percent¬ 
age  of  partial  condemnations  for  tuberculosis  has  increased  slightly, 
there  has  not  been  a  single  total  condemnation  of  an  animal  affected 
with  this  disease. 

Very  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in 
the  important  work  of  Slum  Clearance.  It  will  no  doubt  be  recalled 
that  the  number  of  houses  included  in  the  Slum  Clearance  Pro¬ 
gramme  was  188,  to  be  dealt  with  within  five  years  from  1st 
September  1955.  Since  that  date  80  have  been  dealt  with,  a  very 
satisfactory  total,  bearing  in  mind  the  slower  tempo  at  which  the 
work  could  be  undertaken  when  the  Programme  was  first  com¬ 
menced.  If  the  progress  made  in  1957  can  be  maintained  I  have  no 
doubt  that  the  Programme  will  be  completed  "on  schedule”. 

Included  in  the  demolition  orders  referred  to  in  the  body  of 
the  report  are  those  made  in  respect  of  the  seven  houses,  Nos.  44-50 
Monk  Street,  Tutbury,  and  which  were  the  subject  of  appeals  by  the 
owners.  The  hearing  before  Judge  Sir  Henry  Braund  was  concluded 
in  February  1958,  i.e.  before  the  time  of  writing,  and  it  is  a  matter 
of  considerable  satisfaction  to  me  that  the  appeals  were  dismissed, 
since  we  now  have  confirmation  by  an  independent  arbiter  of 
the  standards  applied  when  considering  unfit  houses.  This  will 
undoubtedly  prove  to  be  of  considerable  assistance  in  dealing  with 
such  houses  in  the  future. 

In  concluding  my  remarks  on  this  subject  I  would  like  to 
congratulate  the  Council’s  solicitor  Mr.  C.  J.  Grey,  on  the  very 
able  way  in  which  he  presented  our  case. 
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The  refuse  collection  scheme  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily 
and  the  increased  receipts  from  salvaged  materials-£1094  as  against 
£452  in  1956 — are  encouraging. 

The  routine  duties  of  the  department  have  been  increased  by 
the  introduction  of  the  Rent  Act  1957  and  by  the  testing  of  under¬ 
ground  petrol  tanks  which  have  been  installed  for  20  years. 

In  presenting  this  report  on  a  very  satisfactory  year's  work  I 
wish  to  record  my  appreciation  for  the  excellent  support  and 
co-operation  which  I  have  received  from  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  from  the  Staff.

Sanitary  Accommodation 

The  pails  at  33  premises  were  converted  to  water  closets. 

Rent  Act,  1957 

18  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received. 
Inspections  were  made  as  a  result  of  which  16  Certificates  were 
issued. 
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Public  Cleansing 

The  fortnightly  collection  of  household  refuse  from  all  premises, 
and  the  weekly  collection  of  nightsoil  from  approximately  600 
premises  with  pail  closets,  has  proved  satisfactory  during  the  year. 
In  addition  102  privately-owned  and  82  Council-owned  cesspools 
were  emptied. 

A  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  was  purchased 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  to  augment  the  three  Shelvoke  and 
Drury  11  cubic  yard  side-loaders.  This  purchase  was  essential  to 
deal  with  the  increasing  number  of  houses  in  the  District,  and  the 
performance  of  the  vehicle  will  be  studied  with  interest. 

Household  refuse  is  tipped  crude  at  three  tips  in  the  District 
and  is  covered  each  week  with  boiler  ash  obtained  from  breweries 
in  Burton.  Regular  fortnightly  treatment  with  insecticidal  powders 
and  liquids  has  checked  insect  pests,  whilst  rodent  control  by  the 
rodent  operator  is  maintained  as  a  matter  of  routine. 

Nightsoil  is  composted  with  straw  in  lagoons  and  a  high  grade 
manure  is  thus  produced.  Difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in 
hnding  purchasers  of  this  product  but  negotiations  are  in  hand  with 
a  firm  of  nurserymen  who  have  purchased  several  loads  and  are 
comparing  the  results  obtained  using  this  manure  and  ordinary  farm¬ 
yard  manure.  If  satisfactory  results  are  obtained  they  may  be 
prepared  to  pay  a  more  realistic  price  for  the  compost. 

Salvage . 

Salvage  receipts  increased  considerably  during  the  year,  mainly 
due  to  the  introdution  of  a  scheme  for  the  separation  and  collection 
of  scrap  food  tins.  The  Area  Survey  Officer  of  the  Midland  Joint 
Scrap  Survey  Committee  had  been  pressing  for  the  introduction  of 
such  a  scheme,  and  it  was  decided  in  March  to  experiment  with  a 
pilot  scheme  in  the  Parish  of  Stretton.  This  proved  that  to  separate 
the  tins  from  the  refuse  on  the  tips  was  uneconomic  in  view  of  the 
high  labour  charges  involved,  and  further  that  it  interfered  seriously 
with  controlled  tipping  arrangements.  When  the  scheme  was 
extended  to  the  whole  of  the  District  therefore,  householders  were 
asked  to  store  their  scrap  tins  separately  in  a  box  or  bag  inside  the 
dustbin,  and  collection  was  made  to  coincide  with  the  normal  refuse 
collection,  the  scrap  tins  being  bagged  and  stored  for  collection  by 
the  Merchants. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  thanks  to  an  excellent  response  by  the 
general  public,  the  scheme  soon  functioned  smoothly,  and  the  quan¬ 
tities  of  other  materials  salvaged  also  increased  considerably,  prob¬ 
ably  due  to  re-awakened  interest  in  salvage  generally.

Dairies 

There  are  four  dairies  in  the  district  and  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  is  good. 

Movable  Dwellings 

There  are  13  individual  moveable  dwellings  licensed  by  the 
Council  in  the  District.  These  are  inspected  regularly  to  ensure 
that  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  satisfactory. 


The  management  of  the  approved  site  at  Rolleston-on-Dove 
continues  to  be  most  satisfactory.  The  number  of  caravans  now 
sited  there  has  been  increased  to  28  following  the  completion  of 
additional  facilities  in  the  sanitary  accommodation. 

Petroleum  Regulations. 

During  the  year  a  start  has  been  made  on  the  testing  of  in  situ 
underground  petrol  storage  tanks  as  recommended  by  the  Model 
Code. 

Two  methods  of  testing  can  be  adopted,  the  ullage  test  whereby 
the  tank  is  filled  to  capacity  with  petroleum  spirit  and  a  dip  reading 
taken  followed  by  a  further  dip  reading  24  hours  later,  and  the  air 
pressure  test  whereby  the  pipelines  are  blanked  off  and  the  tank  sub¬ 
mitted  to  an  air  pressure  of  lOlbs.  per  square  inch  for  a  period  of  2 
hours. 

The  number  of  tanks  tested  was  20,  and  18  of  these  proved 
satisfactory.  The  use  of  one  of  the  unsatisfactory  tanks  has  been 
discontinued  whilst  the  other  tank  is  to  be  the  subject  of  further 
tests  at  a  later  date.  In  the  meantime  of  course,  it  has  not  been  in 
use.
